WHICH PAYS BEST! 


Bulgaria. 


When the powers of Enrcpe in 1878 


consented to let the persecuted Bulgari- 
ans form a state of their owu, provided 
they still paid au auuuul tribute to Tor- 


key, these same powers had a shining op- 
portunity to CftiU't u i*6puuiiC. DuigaTiu 
had uot withiu her borders a fiiiigle na- 
tive nobleiuau, not even a good for noth- 
ing poverty strickou little count. But 
no! The powers would rather have 
smallpox at their doors than a live re- 
public, so they made a principality out 
of the plucky little nroviuce. East Bou- 
melia afterward, in 1885, voluntarily 
united with Bulgaria, and the two little 
countries together now have an area of 
88,000 square miles, with a population 
of 8,500,000. 


The jtowers of course had to import a 


priuce to rule over the country, and they 
ihose Alexauder of Battenberg, brother- 
in-law of the English Priucess Beatrice. 
The expriment worked well. The Bul- 
garians are a wonderfully strong, plucky 
people, agriculturists almost wholly. 
Their country is called the "peasant 
state" because it has no nobility. It is 
a flue example of how much better oil a 
country is without uohles than with 
them. Immediately on gaining their in- 
dependence the farmer people began to 
build nobly aud worthily. They taxed 
themselves heavily to educate their chil- 
dren. They managed their state finances 


at home in their private lives. They 
can show what no other nation on the 
globe can, a steadily increasing state 
income above expenditures, although 
they must still pay tribute to the Turk. 


Tbe new state was advancing rapidly 


in all ways—too rapidly for Russia, who 
began to fear the effect tlie example of 
tbe free and prosperous Bulgarians on 
her downtrodden subjects adjacent 
Russian plots and conspiracies began 
forthwith. Alexander fostered in all 
ways the Bulgarian national spirit. 
Russia, seeing this, fomented plots that 
forced him to abdicate. German princes 
are plenty. Iu 1887 another one of them, 
Ferdinand of Saxe-Cobnrg, was pot 
upon the throne, altogether against the 
wishes of patriotic Bulgarians. He has 
been from the beginning the tool 
of Russia, doing her bidding like a 
faithful dog. Stambuloff represented 
the patriots and the national party. 
Therefore Russia had Stambuloff assas- 
sinated. Ferdinand is believed to have 
known of the plot all along.

Cr*am w rated iu> containing 20 jtero-m 
of fat aud in plin-ed ut SO cetiU it quart, 
Cheesu is rate<l at 10 cents a ]>ouud fur 
month old, or 9 73 cents for gn-eu. 


In cak-ulatiug the amount of profit a 


deduction of 12's cent* for each 100 
pounds in made from the proa; profit to 
represent tlie amount of feeding aud 
fertilizing materials taken away from 
the farm in the case of selling milk and 
cheese, with a smaller but proportionate 
reduction in the case of cream. 


There were 44 animals used in tho 


tests, including the HoLitein Frie*ian, 
Ayrshire, American Holdernc-s*, Guern- 
sey, Jersey, Devon and Shorthorn breeds. 
The tables show milk to have been pro- 
duced at least cost—namely, at 1J4 
cents per quart—by Beauty Pledge, a 
Holstein-Friesian, in her second period 
of lactation, but her price for cufit of 
producing a quart of cream waa 6.48 
cents, placing her sixth; a pound of but- 
ter, 13.83 cents, or ninth, and of cheese, 
6.30 cents, also ninth in order of merit. 


The second in order of cost of milk 


was the Ayrshire, Jonietta Peerless, in 
her third period of lactation, this cost 
being 1.27 cents. Her cost for bnttcr 
was 15.83 cents per pound, or sixteenth 
in order; of cheese, 6. IS cents and was 
in eighth place; cream, 7.27 ct*nta, or 
fifteenth. 


The American Holderr.esa, Nora, in 


the first period of lactation produced 
milk at a cost of 1.30 cents per quart, 
or third lowest; cream at 8.76, or thirty- 
fourth; butter at 18.65 cents, or thirty- 
third, and cheese at 6.80 cents, or eight- 
eenth. 


The Shorthorn, Betsy X, in the 


second period, product*! milk at a cost 
of 1-47 cents, ranking ninth; cream at 
6.83 cents, or fifth; butter at 13.SO 
cents, or sixth, and cheese at 5.64 cents, 
or second. 


The Guernsey, Oriole, in her first pe- 


riod, first of her breed, had as cost of 
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cream, 6.26 cents, fourth; butter, 12.84 
cents, fourth; cheese, 5.92- cents, also 
fourth. 


The Jersey, Gilderblooin, in third pe- 


riod of lactation, that ranked highest of 
her breed for low cost for milk, 1.65 
cents, or fifteenth in order, was nine- 
teenth for cost of cream—namely, 7.79 
cents; second for cost of butter, 12.33 
cents, and third for cost of cheese, 5.80 
•ents. Another Jersey, Countess Flavin, 
in the fourth period, although nine- 
teenth in order for cost of milk, 1.09 
cents, had the lowest figures for the 
other products, cream being 5.49 cents; 
butter, 11.30 cents, and cheese, £.20 
cents. 


Of the two remaining breeds, the 


Devon, Artalla, was *fcfventy-fifth 
for 


milk, or 1.79 cents; tfreuty-sixth for 
cream, or 8.12 cents; twenty-sixth for 
butter, or 17 cents, and nineteenth for 
cream, or 0.8 cents. 


The cow producing milk at the great- 


est cost was the Devon, lone, 2.29 cents, 
she also ranking forty-fourth for cream, 
10.13 cents, and for cheese, U. 12 cents, 
and forty-second, or 21 cents, for butter, 
the highest cost for batter being 21.26 
cents, the record of tho Holntein-Frie- 
aian, Ruth. 


The greatest profit from the sale of 


milk would have beeu $36.19, and this 
for the Ayrshire, Jnnietta Peerless. Her 
product if made into butter would have 
brought $33.05, giving a margin in fa- 
vor of selling her milk of $3.14. The 
greatest profit from the sale of butter 
would have been $54.61 > for the Jersey, 
Countess Flavia. Her milk would have 
brought only $28.81, giving the margin 
in favor of butter of $25.80. 


The second best in favor waa for the 


Guernsey, Roselle Ford, of $20.00, the 
milk value being $24.47 and the butter 
$45.18. 


The greatest profit in the sale of milk 


over butter would have been for the Hol- 
•teiu-Friesian, Netherlaud Constance, 
the value of her milk being $29.62, 
whereas if sold in butter it would have 
brought only $19.55. The least difference 
waa iu the cose of the Ayrshire, Queen 
Duchess, her milk being valued at $87,53 
and her butter at $27.38, the difference 
in favor of the milk being 15 cents. 


Averaging all results, the amount of 


profit from selling milk was $19.80 to 
the individual, while of butter it was 
$35.64—that is, taking the herd through, 
the average per "head would have been 
$6.84 more if the prod#ct had beau sold 
•a butter than as mflk. Or for every 
dollar of profit derived from the sale of 
milk, there would have been $1.80 from 
(be vale ot the product as butter. 


Or if the product Lad been sold as 


cream instead of milk tho milk of th« 
Countess Flavia, which would havt 
brought $29.81, iw cream would have 
brought $118.03. Of tlio Guernsey, Bar- 
bara Allen, the milk value WM $20.04; 
ascraam it would have brought $119.63. 


In every icotanco tho production of 


oream would have renlivod more thau 
Car milk. Even the Devon, lone, with 
tha value of her milk of $8.11, would 
have had $48.38 ai tho vain* of the 
oream. 


The average profit per head for the 


•ale of cream would have been $72. f>2, 
or $53.72 per head moro than for milk. 
For each dollar of profit derived from 
tolling milk there would have been 
$8.04 from the «ak> of cream.

under the cow; second, by having the 
stalls 8'j feet apart, as they should be.

This is in some 
cases the cause of abortion. If the farm- 
ers would try a few such ties, the stan- 
chions would soon go.

BUENOS AYRES. 


Cupltal 1* the Queen of 


The omnisci-'iit Whitaker, under tho 


heading :: British FONSI-.SSIOIIS iii Aus- 
tralaijiu," states that Melbourne, with 
its suburbs, contained on Dee. 31, 18i)4, 
an estimated population of 444, 83'J in- 
habitants, "being the most populous 
city in the southern hemisphere." \Ve 
have always understood Kin de Janeiro 
and Buenos Ayros to bo also in the 
southern hemisphere, am;, oddly oiumgh, 
Whitaker himself gives larger iigurea 
for both of these cities thau for Mel- 
bourne. The remark is probably one 
that lias been at some time true aud has 
been carried on from year to year. 


In any case, the results of the census 


establish incoutustably 
the claim of 


Buenos Ayros to be the greatest city of 
South America and of the southern 
hemisphere. With allowance for imper- 
fections in the execution of the census, 
inseparable from the way iu which it 
was carried out, the fitrnre fl.r»5,6S8 may 
be taken as practically correct, and uo 
other city iu this half of the world can 
lay claim to possessing within 100,000 
of this iiumbor of inhabitants. 


The population of Buenos Ayres is 


thus larger than that of any city of the 
United Kingdom, except London nud 
Glasgow. It is considerably larger thuw 
that of Liverpool or Birmingham, and 
it is only about .Mi, 000 loss thau the 
combined populations of Manchester mid 
Hulforcl. Of the groat cities of Europe 
only Paris, Berlin, Vienna, St. Peters- 
burg, Cimst.iintinoplo and Moscow sur- 
pass Buenos Ayros, and in North Amer- 
ica only New York, Brooklyn, Chicago 
and Philadelphia. Our city is UiORecniid 
city of the Latin world, surpassing Mad- 
rid, Naples :«id Homo in Knrope and 
Rio Janeiro, Santiago, Lima and Mex- 
ico in tho new world. Tlio rate of 
growth is no less remarkable thai* thu 
actual .si/.o, for in the last eight yearn 
Bueuos Ayres has increased about 60 
percent.

These birds 
have had their jrrain watteretl into lit- 
ter, and they navo had shell, water, 
meat and tho care which goes so far to- 
ward making fowls healthy and profit- 
able, but it is quite evident that they 
wanted what mauy a human being longs 
for— the earth. 


An onion fed to a growing fowl will, 


in ton days' time, affect the flavor of its 
flesh. It is unreasonable to suppose that 
tho filthy barnyard pool, from which 
many a j?o<iilly flix:k is obliged to drink, 
will affect it any tho less. The quality 
of the food will make the quality of the 
meat, and it is not unreasonable to sup 
pose that disease and ill health may be 
contracted from this source. Lot us be 
careful, then, that we supply none but 
healthful and nutritious food to our 
feathered frViuls. This proposition im- 
plies more than may be at first realized. 
It means that no more soft stuffs, su«h 
as bran, cooked kitchen scraps and the 
like, may bn fed, unless upon clean 
boards, utid then in sparing quantities 
Tho drinking water must be carefully 
looked to, as also the quality and char- 
acter of ull 01 her foods given. Exercise 
must lie promoted in all ways passible, 
and a good standard of cleanliness be 
rigorously maintained iu all theii sur- 
roundings. If this bo conscientiously 
done, success will surely follow. — Fan 
cier's Review.
